Developer needs funds now 


City okays 'rezoning 
for senior high-rise 


Construction of a new senior 
citizens high-rise building in 
Romulus came one step closer last 
week when city council voted 
unanimously to rezone almost two 
square blocks of city land that will 
permit developers to go ahead with 
the project. 

Over the last few months, con- 
tinued opposition and criticism had 
come from several quarters, in- 
cluding a group of concerned 
residents calling itself Citizens 
Against Exploitation (CAE). 

CAE members expressed their 
dissatisfaction with the project 
through questions presented at 
several meetings held by the city 


and through press releases 
They questioned whether the city 
would have to increase sewer 
capacity in the area bounded 
roughly by Olive, Bibbins, Shook and 
the alley behind Goddard, pointing 
out that taxpayers might have to 
shoulder increased costs for that 
service. 

Last week’s council action rezoned 
the land proposed for the high-rise 
from R1A( single-family residential) 
and C-2 (general business) to HRM 
(high-rise multiple). 

Also hit was the developer’s lack 
of information and inability to an- 
swer questions on such items as: 
number of units in the high-rise,

Grant hearings set 


Romulus City Council last week 
approved Jan. 4 and Jan. 25 for 
public hearings at 7:30 p.m. at city 
hall on $120,000 in community 
development block grant funds 
expected next year. 

Council approved recom- 
mendations for the two hearings 
made by Patrick A. Hogan, com- 
munity development director. 

Hogan told council that the first 
public hearing is set aside for citizen 
input on how the funds should be 
spent, while the second session is 
held to inform citizens of council’s 
decision on how the funds will be 
spent 


Hogan informed council that Jan. 
23, a Tuesday and regularly 
scheduled council meeting night, 
could be used for council members 
to decide how the money should be 
spent. 


Hogan said he would apply for the 
grant funds before the deadline of 
Feb. 1, 1979 for the fiscal year 1979 
(July 5, 1979 through July 3, 1980). 

The expenditure of 1979 funds 
must either benefit low-moderate 
income persons, eliminate slums for 
blight, or meet an urgent com- 
munity need, Hogan explained. 


Arriving on the scene officers 
Donald Twitchell and W.C. Jones 
found Faber bleeding from a back 
wound and $57 missing from the 
cashregister.

The portion of the two sc^iare 
blocks designated for the highrise is 
the land now occupied by the old 
Romulus Elementary School 
building. The school and land were 
purchased recently for $200,000 by 
North Cranbrook Associated. The 
firm will tear down the school and 
use the land for the new senior 
citizens building. 

Leo Sklar, developer for North 
Cranbrook and designated agent for 
thecity for thehigh-riseproject, was 
the target of much of the local op- 
position.

She had given 
birth to a baby girl a few weeks 
after Eddie’s accident, but had 
neglected the infant to take care 
of her injured son Fortunately, 
her brother’s family looked after

Cheryl, who is employed as a 
nurse in the intensive care unit at 
Annapolis Hospital, is being 
helped with Eddie’s care by a 
friend, also a nurse However, 
she is in desperate need of 
another nurse to watch over the 
paralyzed young boy during the 
daylight hours 

Eddie’s tragic mishap has left 
the family quite depressed and 
the coming Christmas season, 
according to friends, will do little 
to cheer them up, especially their 
paralyzed son. 

A family friend suggested that 
perhaps a personal visit from 
Santa Claus would do wonders to 
raise the little boy’s spirits. He is 
able to sit up in a wheelchair with 
the aid of a respiratar

Colleran made a second motion 
that would exempt interior property 
owners on North Middlebelt Road 
(Special Assessment Roll No. 168) 
with Circuit Court’s permission. 
There is currently a lawsuit before 
Circuit Court that includes the in- 
terior property owners on North 
Middlebelt Road as well as the 
abutting property owners. 

Colleran’s motion directed the city 
attorney to make known to Circuit 
Court the council’s action in can- 
celling the Special Assessment on 
Interior Property Owners on Paving 
Roll 173 (Cherry Hill Road), and that 
with the court’s permission council 
would also cancel the Special 
assessments on Interior Property 
Owners on N. Middlebelt. 

However, since the interior 
property owners are included in the 
N Middlebelt paving lawsuit, city 
officials do not know whether Circuit 
Court would permit them to be 
exempted from the paving 
assessment. 

Councilman Colleran’s motion to 
exempt interior lot owners on 
Cherry Hill Road and N. Middlebelt 
Road (if the Circuit Court permits) 
came because of a 1976 State 
Supreme Court ruling. The highest 
court ruled two years ago that in- 
terior lot owners in the South Mid- 
dlebelt paving assessment area 
should be exempted from the 
assessment because they did not 
benefit that much from the new 5- 
lane highway. 

Based on that court ruling, 
Colleran moved to have City Council 
exempt interior property owners on 
Cherry Hill Road, who have not 
filed any lawsuit. He also wants to 
exempt N. Middlebelt Road interior 
property owners if the Circuit Court 
permits. 

‘The City of Inkster has been 
provided with the total costs for the 
paving improvement of Middlebelt 
Road from Michigan Ave. to Cherry 
Hill Rd. (Paving Roll 168) and 
Cherry Hill Rd from Inkster Rd to 
Henry Ruff (Paving Roil 173),” 
Colleran said in a prepared 
statement at Monday night’s council 
meeting. 

‘These costs are more than five 
percent lower than the estimated 
costs in determining the amount of 
special assessment levied in these

Colleran further stated it was not 
possible for the council to take any 
action at this time on North Mid- 
dlebelt Road because of a class 
action lawsuit against the city in 
Circuit Court. 

“However,” Colleran pointed out, 
“the Council can act on Cherry Hill 
Road. I move that the special 
assessments levied on interior 
property owners on Paving Roll 173 
— Cherry Hill from Inkster Road to 
Henry Ruff, be cancelled, and that 
the City Treasurer be directed to 
prepare a schedule for Council 
approval.” 

Colleran’s motionfurther directed 
thetreasurer to show the amounts to 
be refunded to those interior 
property owners who have paid a 
portion or all of their assessment, 
and the amount to be refunded 
abutting property owners based on 
the 17.15 percent cost factor; the 
method he proposes to follow in 
making refunds, and specify the 
funds from which the repayment 
will come. 

That motion was passed by 
council. 

Then Colleran made his second 
motion, “that this body (council) 
direct the City Attorney to make 
known to the Circuit Court, our 
action regarding Cherry Hill, and 
that with the Court’s permission, we 
would cancel the assessment on the 
interior properties assessed on 
North Middlebelt. 


So vc 30 c o to 50 a o 
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Colleran added, “If we can obtain 
the Court’s permission to refund to 
the interior property owners the full 
amount of their assessments they 
have paid, that refund could be 
made along with the refund due the 
abutting property owners due to the 
cost being lower than estimated.” 

The eight-year council man 
concluded by saying, “I propose we 


hold off any action on Middlebelt 
Road, pending the Circuit Court 
action as recommended by the City 
Attorney.” 

City Treasurer Bruce Cook said 
quite a bit of paperwork was in- 
volved in preparing the repayment 
schedule, but he hoped to have it 
ready for council’s approval at its 
next meeting on Dec. 18.

Out of an original list of 20 items, 
four have been begun with the 
following results: 

1) A joint newsletta* entitled 
“Around the City” is now being 
published quarterly and mailed to 
residents, with the cost being shared

2) Guidelines have been 
established on the use of equipment 
and sharing of tasks. 

3) The Romulus Help Center 
director and new special services 
director have met to discuss ways in 
which the center may be utilized by 
the school system. 

4 ) The city grants department has 
been appraised of the regional park 
idea and has suggested possible 
funding sources, pending a 
recommendation by the committee 
and the two governmental bodies. 

Other items of business acted upon 
include a joint administrative 
luncheon held Dec. 13, 1978 at the 
high school Romulette Room; a 
library workshop for school para- 
professionals conducted by the city 
librarian; elementary school 


mothers weekly volunteer book 
distribution work; school district 
involvement with the city 
beautification committee; and 
student help with city projects such 
as the airport survey and the 
“Welcome to Romulus” sign, etc. 

Other projects currently under 
consideration include a special 
school page in the Romulus Roman, 
a community-wide social event 
involving city resident and Romulus 
alumnus John Long, arranging 
meetings with service clubs to deal 
with school problems and the 
possibility of the committee 
initiating a community services 
directory. 

A questionnaire, distributed at the 
Dec. 13, 1978 luncheon was designed 
to elicit additional ideas from city 
and school staff. 

The committee has met monthly 
and established a working 
relationship among its members.

Psychiatric unit takes on new 'home' atmosphere 


By KAY DeBORD 

A lot of changes have been come to old D Building at Eloise, as it is familiarly 
known to residents of the areas surrounding the facility. 

In the not-so-recent past it also was the Wayne County Psychiatric Hospital. 
And now, as a state-operated facility, the Metropolitan Regional Psychiatric 
Hospital is celebrating it’s first birthday as the “newest, oldest” state hospital 
in Michigan. 

Tuesday the staff of the hospital combined the birthday with Christmas 
festivities in a program planned by a committee, headed by L.L. McKenzie, 
psychologist on the staff, Mrs. Cheryl Thomas, a personnel secretary, and 
Dennis Buhr, recreational therapist. 

What really was celebrated were the changes that have come about in the 
past year, not only in the physical plant atmosphere, but in patient and per- 
sonnel attitudes, according to Anthony Dravik, director of the hospital. 

The bleak institutional atmosphere has slowly, but surely taken on a new 
aspect as carpeting has been laid down in the area of the four wards. The pic- 
tures, greenery, lighting, books and magazines lend more of a “home” feeling 
to the hospital. 

Bright, “happy” paint has been used to create better moods in the corridors, 
in the day room and in the wards. Drapers are not all replaced yet but those 
hanging are colorful and complement the wall paint. 

Just as in private homes there are book shelves being installed, and 
newspapers and magazines vie with television and the piano to add variety to 
time not spent in recreational therapy programs, also held in rooms newly- 
decorated in keeping with the “brighter and better” project. 

In preparation for the holidays, the wards and day rooms are decorated with 
trees and garlands, many the creations of the patients who wish to share in the 
“new look” that is takihg over at the hospital. 

Dravik pointed out that the changes are in keeping with the purpose of 
treatment, which also includes educational as well as recreational therapy 
classes, and demonstrates that there is “no desire to warehouse” people there 
for treatment. 

At the present time the facility houses some 176 patients and “turn-around” 
time averages 30 days, according to the hospital director. 

Patients who become upset are allowed to get away and gain control in what 
is a “quiet room,” a far cry from a desolate cell-like place that the public en- 
visions. There they can just relax and think, or otherwise occupy themselves 
until they are ready to return to the company of others, according to staff 
members. 

The wards, previously row-on-row of beds, now have free-standing dividers, 
nightstands and storage space that allows for privacy and caters to the dignity 
of the individual. Personal touches are encouraged by the staff of each ward. 

"Everyone is responding to the positive attitude,” McKenzie said, and the 
project is not yet completed.

Looking back, Metropolitan Regional Psychiatric Hospital has a right to 
claim it is the “oldest” as well as the “newest facility for the treatment of the 
mentally ill in the state. 

It was in 1839 the site, then occupied by the Black Horse Tavern, was pur- 
chased by Wayne County and the Poor Farm was moved from Detroit to what is 
now Westland. Although the first psychiatric patient was admitted as early as 
1839, its formal use as a psychiatric unit didn’t come about until just before the 
Civil War. The facility served a dual purpose — a poor farm for the indigent and 
a place for the care of the mentally disturbed, needed because the state did not 
provide for hospitalizing psychiatric patients until 1879. 

Until 1940, the institution was governed by a five-man board — Superin- 
tendents of the Poor. Then a new state welfare law was adopted, relieving the 
superintendents of the responsibility for the care of the needy. At the same

On weekends, Santa Claus gives 
out treats to children at six farms, 
and there are farm animals to pet, 
plus hot, fresh apple cider and 
doughnuts to enjoy around yule log 
fires at many others. 

You can ride a wagon or horse- 
drawn sleigh at 16 operations or 
even take part in a live Sunday 
country music radio show at a farm 
near Lennon. 

But here’s some advice for per- 
sons cutting their own trees: 

— Bring a hand saw. Sixty-one 
farms lend saws, but they could be in 
use. Axes are banned. 

— Remember that while most 
pines and Douglas firs hold needles, 
balsams and spruces drop them, if 
not properly cared for. 

— After choosing a tree, saw close 
to the ground 

— Bring a rope for tying the tree 
to the car Be sure the base is at the 
car’s front. 

— Before placing in a stand, angle 
cut an inch or two off the tree’s base 


to help itabsorb water. Fill the stand 
with water daily. 

— Keep trees from open flames 
and check lights for shorts and bare 
wires before decorating. Make sure 
electrical outlets can handle the 
load.

time, the board was renamed the Wayne County Board of County Institutions. 

The general hospital operation opened in 1932, increasing the operation to the 
hospital, the poor farm (or infofirmary ) and the psychiatric division. The early 
name of Eloise Hospital was changed to Wayne County General Hospital at that 
time Other changes came about, and the infirmary was replaced by the Ex- 
tended Care Facility in 1967 and the psychiatric unit became a separate 
operation in 1975. 

The bulk of mental patients hospitalized beyond one year were transferred by 
the state from the Psychiatric Division to state hospitals in 1972, and on Dec. 19, 
1977, it took over the complete operation of the psychiatric unit. It was renamed 
once again and with a new name and a new look — continued to serve the one- 
million residents of the Western Wayne and Downriver communities.

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Westland’s two District Court 
judges are each eligible for a $6,000 
raise from the City of Westland, but 
the City Council will have to decide 
bow much, if any, of a raise the 
judges will get. 

District Court judge salaries are 
paid partly by the state, and partly 
by the local unit of government. The 
state’s share per judge is currently 
$27,766, a salary that took effect Dec. 
1. 

Westland has been paying a 
$12,500 supplement to each judge’s 
salary. That amount was the 
maximum supplement allowed until 
May of this year, when the 
maximum went to $17,460, and as of 
Dec. 1, the maximum supplement is 


In televised class 


$18,510. 

If awarded the full increase in the 
maximum supplement, it would 
raise each judges’ salary by $6,000, 
nearly 50 percent higher than the 
amoimt they’re getting from the 
dty now. 

It would be the first raise from the 
city since 1974, when the $12,500 
amount first went into effect as the 
city’s share. 

However, the District Court 
judges have gotten increases 
steadily from the state over the past 
several years. On thea verage, since 
1972 those increases average out to 
about 5.5 percent per year. In 
November of 1972 District Court 
judges were paid $20,500 by the 


state. Now, they make $27,765. 

In the future, whenever Circuit 
Court judges are awarded a raise by 
the state, District Court judge 
salaries will go up by a percentage 
of that increase, and the maximum 
supplement from the city will go up. 

However, the city can choose to 
give all, some, or even none of the 
raise. 

Discussing the possible wage hike 
with the City Council recently. 
Judge Evan Callanan, presiding 
judge at the 18th District Court, said 
he is asking for the full $6,000 raise, 
saying the salary has been 
inequitable for years since the city's 
share of the judges’ salary hasn’t 
gone up in more than four years.

But Councilman Richard Stem- 
pie n noted that the council recently 
held a cap on wage increases at 7 
percent for department heads, 
because of the voluntary wage 
controls urged by President Carter.

regarding the raise. 

“Of course, everyone wants a 
raise," he laughed. “But I’m not 
going to make a formal recom- 
mendation to the council one way or 
another. 

“We feel we should give them the 
information on what ’ they are 
allowed to pay ( the maximum 
supplement), and then the decision 
is strictly theirs.” 

A listing from the State Court 
Administrator’s Office showed that 
in Livonia, Inkster and Wayne, the 
judges had been awarded the 
maximum amount when the cap was 


increased to $17,460 earlier this 
year. 

Smith added that in the tri-county 
area, most district judges are given 
the maximum supplement.

Canton 's growth rate could make 
its courtroom a 'money a maker'

As long as Canton Township’s 
police department steers away from 
the “rinky-dink” cases, the case for 
a money-making courtroom is 
strong. 

And as long as Canton continues 
with its chronic population growth, 
the courtroom should more than pay 
for itself, said 35th District court 
Judge Dunbar Davis. 

“It’s something I can’t guarantee, 
but from my experience, and 
research. Canton has an excellent 
chance of making a go of it,” Davis 
said at a special study meeting held 


recently with the Canton 
Township Board of Trustees. 

Davis said that money probably 
could be saved by having the facility 
near the township’s police depart- 
ment thereby demanding less of the 
officers time for court duty. 

It would cost the township’s 
taxpayers $18 per case heard in the 
proposed township hall court 
facility. In 1977 approximately 17,000 
cases from Chnton were sent to 
Plymouth. In 1979 it is estimated 
that 20,000 cases will be heard. 


State proposal 
urges van pooling 


Two proposals bf a 
^ multiple bill package, 
designed to encourage 
1 > business and industry to 
set up van pools in 
Michigan, currently are 
awaiting Gov. William 
Milliken’s signature, 
after being approved by 
the Michigan Senate 
Dec. 5. 

Sponsored by Rep. 
Robert Law (R-Livonia, 
Westland), the two bills 
direct the Department 
of Highways and 
Transportation to ad- 
minister ride sharing 
programs within the 
state and exempt van 
pools from regulation by 
the Public Service 
Commission. The other 
nils would establish tax 
incentives for both 
mployers and em- 
ployees in van pooling 
rojects, develop in- 
surance for the 
*ograms, and other’ 
ilated items. 

“Van pooling is an 
maginative and fast- 
Xowing form of com- 
nuter transportation 
hat is a partial solution 
o gasoline con- 
•umption,” Law said. 
The program costs 
•axpayers nothing and 
die concept is sweeping 
.die nation. 

“Right here in 
Michigan the Chrysler 
Corporation, Michigan 
Bell, Detroit Edison and 
the state have initiated 
small programs that 
transport about 2,000 
employees back and 
forth to work every 
day.” 

Law explained that by 
exemptihg van pools 
from Public Service 
scrutiny they would 
remain flexible, and 
companies, hesitant to 
start programs out of 
fear of bureaucratic 
redtape and over- 
regulation, would 
initiate them 
Under the provisions 
of the second bill, the 
Department of High- 
ways and Tran- 
sportation would 
coordinate van pooling 
efforts throughout the 
state among companies 
that wish to establish 
them and encourage 
their employees to use 
them. 

“I have been in 
communication with the 
Department of Energy 
in Washington,” Law 
said, “and I believe that 
if we remove all in- 
stitutional obstacles 


from van pooling, as my 
legislation attempts to 
do, there could be 
200,000 van pools on our 
nation’s roads by 1985, 
saving a billion dollars 
in consumption of 
gasoline annually and 
saving van pool users 
$615million in gas costs. 

“Of course these are 
national figures, but the 
impact on Michigan 
would be higher than 
average because we are 
highly industrialized 
with heavy con- 
centrations of people.” 

Law said that van 
pooling can be tailored 


to individual needs and 
is more flexible than 
traditional forms of 
mass transportation. 

“Each vah pool would 
replace about eight to 
10 cars on the road 
during work hours, 
which would obviously 
reduce pollution and 
traffic congestion at the 
most difficult time,” 
Law said. ‘‘Parking 
would not be a great 
problem, so older cities 
trying to rejuvenate 
would not have to be 
overly concerned about 
creating new parking 
facilities.” 


according to office estimates from 
Davis. 

“Canton will lose money if it 
brings in, say all the dinky cases like 
no operators lioense, no registration 
and those kind of little offenses,” 
Davis said, “because the fines will 
not generate enough revenue to pay 
for the $18 per court case fee.” 

But he said that was not a likely 
possibility for Canton because its 
police force usually is involved in 
offenses such as shoplifting which 
carries a maximum $100 fine, and 
drunk driving offenses, in which 
Davis usually hits the offender with 
a $255 fine. 

Traffic incidents provide the bulk 
of the casework, he said. 

Trustee Gene Daley took ex- 
ception to the judge’s analogy, by 
stating that as a former Wayne 
County sheriff he never had to feel 
pressure to bring in “profitable” 
tickets.” 

“Never, never in my 25 years 
experience as a police officer did I 
feel pressured into bringing in a lot 
of unnecessary tickets because a 
police department had to justify 
itself. It’s wrong,” said Daley. 

But Davis responded that without 
any pressure, the police department 
is currently performing well enough 
to support the court. 

In Plymouth, in 1977, the court 
facility’s net profit was $82,000. 

Davis noted that Plymouth exists 
frugally and that any monies 
refunded to the city goes right back 
into the court rooms operating fund. 

Judge James Garber, to preside in 
Canton, has already made the 
gesture to donate his desk and office 


lumiture from his private law 
practice to the Canton court as soon 
as it is revamped. 

He’s also donated the entire law 
library of expensive books kept in 
his office to the township. 

The initial capital expenditures to 
remodel either the third or 
basement floor is about $10,000. The 
third floor would cost about $500 
less. 

Equipment included, the total cost 
to start-up the facility could run 
between $20,000 to $30,000 said 
Treasurer James Donahue. 

Canton’s share of the case load 
and its pro-rata share of the court 
expenses are currently about 40 
percent, and could possibly climb to 
45 percent within the year, he added. 

With an estimated $212,710 to be 
brought in revenue, and the most 
conservative projected expenditures 
at $145,000 to the estimated 
maximum expenditure at $172,500 — 
the estimated profit could be from 
$40,210 to $67,710, according to 
Donahue’s figures.

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In new increase request 


Michigan Bell to hold basic telephone service rates 


Michigan Bell today filed a rate 
proposal that complies with 
President Carter's current anti- 
inflation guidelines and would have 
minimal impact on the average 
home telephone customer. 

As part of its request, the com- 
pany proposed holding the line on 
rates for all basic telephone service 
and dialed long distance 
callsthrough the first year of the 
current national effort to limit price 
and wage increases. 

In announcing its request to the 
Michigan Public Service Com- 
mission (MPSC), Michigan Bell 
pointed out that telephone rates 
have increased only half as much as 


the Consumer Price Index since 
1967, the starting point for 
measuring the current level of in- 
flation. The last general telephone 
rate increase was in January 1978, 
when Michigan Bell was granted a 
2.8 percent boost in its revenues. 

Although the first phase of 
Michigan Bell’s request states a 
need for an increase of $142 million, 
the company said it was asking that 
only $90 million of its request — 
aboost of 7.18 percent — be granted 
during the first year of the 
President’s program. The balance 
would be considered by the MPSC in 
the fourth quarter of 1979, following 
the period covered by the current 


price guidelines 

Michigan Bell’s proposal also 
included a request that $48 million 
of the total be authorized next 
spring on an interim basis to cover 
higher labor costs. 

* ‘We’ve done everything we can to 
minimize the need for rate in- 
creases,” said William C. Ferguson, 
Executive vice-president. “But 
costs have been going up so rapidly 
that a telephone price increase is 
essential to assure our ability to 
continue providing top quality 
service.” 

Under Michigan Bell’s proposal, 
rates would be held at their present 
levels for basic service for both 


residence and business customers, 
for dialed long distance calls, local 
message and zone charges, and for 
WATS through the first year of the 
current guidelines. 

During that time, the company 
proposed that increases ^>ply only 
to specialized services such as PBX, 
key equipment and private line 
business hookups, residence ex- 
tensions; miscellaneous items, and 
installation charges. 

In the second phase of its request, 
the company is asking that the 
commission keep the case open into 
the latter half of 1980. By that time, 
Michigan Bell will incur about $92 


million in added labor and 
depreciation costs that it will seek to 
recover through increased rates 
“The first phase of our case 
complies with the current price 
guidelines. Beyond that, we’ve 
identified what our financial needs 
will be But, of course, there’s no 
way for us to know what anti- 
inflation guidelines may exist at that 
time that could have an effect on our 
request.” 


Although the MPSC has 
authorized an earnings level of 8 86 
percent on Michigan Bell’s plant and 
equipment, Ferguson said the 
company earned only 7.49 percent 
last year and 7.88 percent through 
the fir?t 10 months of 1978, 


The company’s overati request 
shows a need for an earnings level of 
9.81 percent.

Attorney General 
Frank Kelley has ap- 
pointed a task force to 
receive and investigate 
consumer complaints 
relating the returnable 
bottle bill, which took 
effect Dec. 3. 

Kelley said his 
Consumer Protection 
Division will receive 
and investigate com- 
plaints on the bill and 
work with other 
agencies to help clear 
up confusion associated 
with the bill, which bans 
throw-away bottles and 
cans and requires 
deposits on retumables. 

“We already have 
received numerous 
complaints from people 
on how the bill is being 
implemented,” Kelley 
said. “I presume this 
will be temporary until 
consumers and mer- 
chants become more 
familiar with the 
returnable bottle bill. 

“But I feel one agency 
— a sort of task force — 
should take the 
responsibility of trying 
to work out any 
problems that might 
arise.” 

The law, which 
Michigan voters ap- 
proved in 1976, bans 
throw-away beverage 
containers requiring 
that they be replaced 
with cans and-or bottles, 
carrying deposits. 

The law specified 
duties and rights for 
both consumers and 
merchants, Kelley 
noted. 

Merchants who sell 


take-out beverages for 
example, can: 

— Refuse to redeem 
broken, unusable bot- 
tles. 

— Refuse to redeem 
bottles or cans from 
brands which are not 
carried by the store. 

— Refuse to redeem 
cans or bottles which 
are not labeled, 
stamped or embossed 
with words indicating 
that the bottle or can is a 
Michigan returnable. 

Merchants who sell 
take-out beverages 
must accept damaged, 
scratched or dented 
cans and bottles 
without the caps. 

Also under the law, 
consumers can: 

— Return bottles or 
cans to any store which 
handles that brand. 
They are not required to 
return them to the store 
from which they were 
purchased. 

— Demand cash, not 
merchandise, in return 
for cans and bottles. 

— Return cans or 
bottles individually in 
boxes, cartons or bags. 

People subjected to 
unusual or excessive 
requirements for 
returning cans or 
bottles can file a 
complaint with the 
Attorney General’s 
Consumer Protection 
Division at 670 Law 
Building, Lansing 48913. 
A complaint also can be 
filed by calling the 
Attorney General’s 
Office at (517) 373-1110.

Tree lights raise 
potential for fire 


Althoigh electrical 
lights have replaced 
candles on the Christ- 
mas tree, there still is 
fire potential, so tree 
trimmers should 
thoroughly check 
strings of lights before 
decorating a tree. 

Some of the things to 
look for are damaged 
sockets, loose prongs m 
the plug, exposed wires 
and loose bulbs. After a 
safety check, the lights 
should be plugged in for 
10-15 minutes, and 
watch for smoking or 
melting. 

The smaller the 
lights, the cooler they 
will be. For that reason, 
tree decorators might 
want to use the 
miniature lights, as long 
as they carry the UL 
approval label. For the 
most energy efficiency, 


minature lights^ that 
blink rate high. 

Try to keep the bulb 
surface away from 
contact with needles. If 
the light sockets have 
clips, use them to keep 
the lamp away Jrom 
needle contact as a 
further precaution 
against making the 
needles tinder dry. 

To avoid knocking the 
tree over when plugging 
in lights, use an ex- 
tension cord to reach a 
more accessible outlet. 

And don’t plug too 
many strings of lights 
together. Three strings 
should be the* 
maximum. 

For metallic trees, 
use lighting off the tree, 
because most can 
transmit electrical 
shock, if the insulation 
is faulty.

Canton relocates courtroom in Township Hall 


. *»*••• They’ve gone south, slightly to the 
west and at least eight-and-a-half 
u . feet under ground-level in their 
^“‘• search for a courtroom in Canton 
Township. 


Canton officials, by an unanimous 
vote recently, agreed to re- 
locate the unconstructed district 
courthouse facility from the original 
proposed site at the fire station just 


north of Cherry Hill Road, to the new 
administration hall just south of 
Proctor Road. 

By a 6-1 vote, board members 
agreed to utilize the basement of the 



administration hall rather than the 
third floor which had been con- 
sidered. 

Dissent came from Trustee 
Robert Greenstine who said that the 
third floor was more a dignified, 
quite and more respectful location 
for a court than the basement. 

But the general public safety 
appeared to be the deciding factor in 
opting for the lower level, which 
according to Treasurer James 
Donahue and Trustee Carol 
Bodeniller is more capable of 
maintaining the necessary security. 

Donahue said that the basement 
site would keep the employees and 
general public segregated from 
those who must frequent the court on 
a compulsory basis, and may not 
necessarily be “spfe enough” to be 
exposed to the public. 

Another factor involved in the 
decision was that if a library millage 
does eventually pass in Canton, th^ 
third floor would be more ideal than 
the basement for books. 

Clerk John b lodin said that 
because only about five percent of 
the public will be utilizing the court 
— and of that percentage “all” are 
usually considered to be suspected 
criminals — that the “cream of the 
crop” third floor should be secured 


for the non-criminals. 

“I don’t mean to demean the 
persons integrity who has to appear 
in court, but the nicer part of the 
building should be saved for those 
who arenot in trouble with the law,” 
said Flodin. 

Hoping to dispell fears that 
criminals might be leaping out in 
search of innocent bystanders, 
Greenstein said that in his 15 years 
experience in district courts, that 
not once has he witnessed a violent 
case. 

He said that at the district court, 
people are simply arraigned and 
examined. It is at the Circuit Court 
level where the fines and sentencing 
are given, he said 

“I strongly object to people im- 
plying that freaks will be running 
around and that oh my god we’ve got 
to protect ourselves from them,” 
Greenstein said, “because for the 
most part the people who go to 
district court are your neighbors 
who’ve run stops signs or com- 
mitteed minor traffic violations.” 

He also argued that fellow board 
members, much like himself, 
pledged to the citizenry that they 
would hold back on unneccessary 
spending, the basement site was 50- 


percent more costly than the third 
floor site. 

“We promised to stop spending 
money like it wasn’t our own, and by 
this action we’re throwing money 
away in the dumpster,” he said. 

A few months back when the 
township was scheduling the 
courthouse to be at the fire station, 
theargument was that the basement 
lacked the proper security needed to 
Seagate prisoners from the 
general public. 

Today the basement is now con- 
sidered the most secure of all sites, 
said officials. 

Donahue said that “un- 
fortunately,” because of the change 
in plans, the township might have to 
expend $11,000 for the initial 
remodeling work completed at the 
fire hall, with “nothing in return.” 

Earlier it was expected that to 
remodel either the third or lower 
levels at the new hall would take 
about 3 to five weeks. 

But officials have learned that it 
will take at least a few months. In 
the interim the main floor’s meeting 
hall will be used to conduct cour- 
troom business, said officials. 

The court will convene on Jan. 15, 
official added.

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VA pensioners must file 
'78 annual income report 


Elderly pensioners who this year 
pmust complete a Veterans Ad- 
ministration (VA) annual income 
^report may find they qualify for 
~ higher pensions, according to VA 
3 officials. 

~ The agency is taking extra steps 
—to provide any assistance these older 
--veterans and surviving spouses may 
—' need in completing the question- 
--naire, VA chief Max Cleland said. 
~ “We haveasked all major national 
JT veterans organizations to help us 
^ assist pensioners age 72 and older in 
filling out the income form and, of 
' course, all our local VA offices are 
T- staffed with benefits couselors who 
"LCare standing by to provide any 
ITassist^nce requested,” Cleland 
riadded. 

JZ Because VA pensions for 
Z \ disabilities not related to military 
^service are based on income, pen- 
.Tlsion recipients must report the 
Amount of their income from other 


sources to VA annually. 

Exempted from the report in the 
past were veterans age 72 and over 
who had been on the pension roils 
during two consecutive calendar 
years. Their exemptions meant that 
they did not have to file a full report, 
but the law required them to report 
any material changes in income. 

But starting Jan. 1, the ove^-72 
group — about 813,000 pensioners — 
must complete the full VA income 
questionnaire annually. 

A new law makes the report 
necessary, Cleland said. Among 
other changes effective Jan. 1, it 
raises the amount a pensioner may 
receive from other sources and still 
qualify for a pension. 

“We have found through a sur- 
vey,” VA reported, “that some 
veterans were not taking advantage 
of certain allowable exemptions 
from income that might qualify

them for higher pensions. Some 
others apparently did not un- 
derstand that they were obligated to 
report changes in income.” 

Still another reason for the new 
reporting requirement is that the 
law permits those already on pen- 
sion rolls to choose between the 
current and new systems of com- 
puting pensions. 

Those pensioners who choose to 
continue under the current system 
will keep the rate of pension 
established as of Dec. 31, 1978, 
provided they they qualify under the 
new higher income ceilings — $5,430 
for a veteran \yith dependents and 
$4,038 for a single veteran. Fluc- 
tuations in income below these 
levels will not affect pensions. They 
also will be permitted to deduct 
unusual medical expenses from 
income, and some income and assets 
of the veteran’s spouse need not be 
counted. 

The new systlm effective Jan. 1, 
1979, considers both husband’s and 
wife’s income in determining 
pension eligibility. 

It is most important, VA officials 
emphasized, that older veterans 
understand that they cannot receive 
pensions in 1979 unless the com- 
pleted questionnaire on income is 
returned.

'King of the Road' opens new chapter

Once it was * ‘Cinderella” and 
“Prince Charming”, and we know 
the story did not end happily-ever- 
after for the State Wayne Theater in 
Wayne. 

But two weeks ago, ‘‘King of the 
Road” Roger Miller began another 
chapter for the theater. 

Miller was (he first performer in 
an attempt by Bob Stottkmyer to 
turn the theater into a sound-stage 
for concerts and plays. 

And the audience, although 61der, 
was every bit as excited and noisily 
appreciative of the country singer as 
the kids had been at the Saturday 
matinees. 

Miller’s appearance last Saturday 
night came a scant three weeks after 
plans to re-open the theater were 
announced. There wasn’t much time 
for publicity, and the house was only 
about three fourths full for the single 
performance. Stottlemeyer, who has 
leased the theater for the new 
venture, set attendance between 800 
and 825 people. 


Moreover, the theater marquee 
had seemed to shrug off the im- 
portance of Miller’s appearance. 
Blandly-spaced letters merely 
spelled “Grand Opening Dec 9, 
Roger Miller Show.” as if it didn’t 
care if anyone looked, or un- 
derstood, or not. 

“The marquee didn't look right, 
did it?” agreed Miller himself after 
the show. “It looked like it was just a 
film to be run,’.’ though he accepted 
it good naturedly. 

Perhaps it was because Miller and 
those who saw the show all had a 
terrific time. Miller, both on stage 
and afterwards, said we in Wayne 
were one of the most responsive 
audiences he’d ever played to. 

“I could’ve worked all night!” 

I’ve been a Roger Miller fan for 
many years. But not being much of a 
TV talk show tuner, my acquain- 
tance was solely through his 
records. There was nothing like the 
brilliantly wacky lyrics and spelled- 
out yodels of his early songs to get 
me through my housework. 
Evenings I’d listen to his quiet love 
songs and that poignant un- 
der current of crying. I could feel in 


his voice. 

So I admit I’d expected to see a 
lonely guy wandering around the 
stage kind of nervously poking fun at 
himself between songs I was 
completely unprepared for the 
Roger Miller Show 

“I have this wonderful gift,” he 
told us. He felt it was not his music, 
but “being able to stand up here and 
run my mouth and be entertaining.” 

That’s exactly what he did! He 
walked on stage zanily asking: 
“Was that Roger Miller (about 
Deano Day from CKLW who in- 
troduced him)?” He fielded a few 
comments from the audience, 
casually asking how we liked his 
new moustache C’kinda like 
crabgrass, it gets away from you”). 

Even his first song was more a 
comic than musical number, a story 
about “parachuting out of Uncle 
Harvey’s airplane*'. It came 
complete with an airplane-motor 
version of his trademark yodel-ding. 
His singing slid back out into some 
choice chatter about chicken houses 
and other topics, humorously 
recalling his rural Oklahoma up- 
bringing. 

As he said later: “If you’re going 


to play the music, get in tune (with 
the audience).” He claimed to have 
no set dialogue or format, and in 
fact once asked his wife, who sat on 
stage quietly with the band and sang 
occasional backup, what story he 
might tell next. 

Miller did go on to sing a lot of 
songs, but he did not attempt to 
immerse himself into the meaning of 
each one Aware of the audience’s 
familiarity with his old songs, he 
instead showed he could still have 
fun with them. 

Perhaps I was little disappointed 
when he sang only the chorus of 
“Little Green Apples”, one of my 
favororites, and when “King of the 
Road” turned into a loud band-slam, 
which celebrated the song as a big 
hit and forgot what it had been 
about 

But this show was a party, and 
there was a man and a mind on that 
stage, and the audience and I loved 
every minute of it! 

One surprise for me and many 
fans was that Roger Miller is a 
terrific hoe-down fiddler. Before 
becoming famous, he played fiddle 
for Minnie Pearl. He and the band 
treated us to a great locomotive 


chase in music, Miller’s fiddle 
strings singing like a train whistle as 
theguitars and drums charged down 
the track. 

Miller took his two-minute break 
right on stage, with a cigarette for 
him and more chatter for us. He did 
perfect impressions of a heartbeat 
and rocks plunking, laughing with 
the audience all the way. 

I might also note that Miller used 
an occasional cuss word in the spirit 
and enthusiasm of his show, this was 
not frequent or something he 
depended on for attention. He didn't 
need to depend on shock or ti filiation 
to keep his audience having fun. 

Near the end of the show, Miller 
became more serious and sang some 
newer songs, which were less 
homespun, more dramatic and 
almost sad. I couldn’t help contrast 
his song on “Dreams,” which 
declared that life offered “no easy 
way,” with his long-ago laughing 
confidence that “you can be happy if 
you’ve a mind to” — although “you 
can’t rollerskate in a buffalo 
herd.” 

These newer songs contained his 
usual creative phrase twists, but 
were markedly more somber in tone 


than anything I d heard from Miller 
before 

Miller concluded his show with a 
song called “Old Friends,” noting 
that during this evening he’d come 
to feel that way about this audience 
here in Wayne. (“Beverly Hills has 
no idea what I’m about,” he said 
later ) Afterwards he leaned over 
thestage, shaking hands and signing 
autographs 

I was able to have a brief meeting 
with Roger Miller after the show in 
the small dressing-sitting room at 
the theater. I’m afraid I was rather 
nervous and stage-struck and can 
truthfully say that Roger and his 
wife Mary put me at ease with their 
quiet offstage charm and lack of 
affection. There wasn’t time for the 
many questions I’d wanted to ask, 
but he answered a lot of them when 
he told me that he’d never con- 
sciously worked on special themes 
for styles in his songs 

“I just think of things in rhyme.” 
he said. “I’m no Billy Graham, but 
God does the writing.* 1 

Thanks, Mr. Stottlemeyer The 
Roger Miller Show was a grand 
beginning for your new en- 
tertainment venture in Wayne.

Time to pause

For most of us, that 
reflection provides a happy 
realization that while things 
never seem to be as good as - 
they could be, they are never 
as bad either. 

While volumes have been 
written on the subject of man’s 
once-a-year experiment with 
peace and goodwill, perhaps 
the subject should not be 
analyzed too closely lest 
mankind be deprived of even 
this but brief interlude. 

Our complex society has 
forced most of us to expend our 
energies in the pursuit of 
staying even. We seem to have 
lost that feeling of belonging 
which is characteristic of any 
group or organization on the 
move. 

Much like the world traveler 
who upon his return from 
foreign lands and languages, 
greets each and every fellow 
American like his brother. A 
sense of belonging. A feeling 


that one has come home and is 
welcomed by his family. 

More than anything else, 
that feeling of belonging 
tipifies the brief interlude in 
our daily struggles which 
Christmas had come to 
represent. 

As we sit back and savor the 
atmosphere created by this 
most favorite season, perhaps 
we should also reflect on the 
reason for its but once-a-year 
visit. 

Perhaps upon reflection, we 
will realize that to feel wanted 
and needed and belonging, we 
must make others feel the 
same. But the very best part is 
that the price for making 
others feel good is so very low, 
and the returns so very high. 

At a time when it is no longer 
‘cool’ to talk about principle, 
pride or fair play, is it any 
wonder that we can muster the 
spirit only once a year? 

There is no question that the 
power to affect this change is 
within our reach. 

The only question is, 
whether we are big enough to 
reach it if we try. 


China decision good. 


conditions bad 


The announcement Saturday 
that the U.S. was breaking 
diplomatic ties with Taiwan 
and establishing relations with 
mainland China has caught 
most observers by surprise, 
Taiwan included. 

While the principals in- 
volved in the decision an- 
nounced last week had been 
engaged in serious discussion 
for the past several months, it 
did not appear likely that the 
U.S. would make such a 
decision prior to concluding 
the current Salt negotiations 
with Russia. But Carter, once 
again, doing the unexpected, 
decided that the time was 
right for the latest American 
give-away. 

Apparently Carter felt that 
he had played all of his cards 
in the game with the Chinese 
Communists. Sensing an 
opportunity to close the deal 
that would most certainly 
bring the praise of our enemies 
and allies alike, the president 
made the announcement that 
he had played his final card. 
And that last card was 
Taiwan. 

Obviously it is not now 
possible to assess the final 
outcome of that move to 
gamble away another friend of 
the U.S., but we do know that 
any advantage is speculative 
only, while the price paid was 
in hard cash. 

At time when the U.S. is 
suffering from a deficiency of 
friends, Carter has dealt away 
one of the few remaining. 

Relying on communist 
assurances that they will not 
attempt to resolve the issue of 
Taiwan by force, the president 
has opened the door to those 
folks who blew our troops out 
of Korea, opened the door of 
U.S. technology that could 
ultimately be responsible for 
the creation of a military 
power unequalled in history* 

We realize that every bold 
move toward progress carries 
with it some element of risk, 
but unfortunatlely, at this 


point in time, we played our 
last card and got nothing for it. 

Recently, some members of 
the Taiwan Defense Depart- 
ment commented on the 
possibility of the U.S. 
recognizing mainland China 
and breaking ties with their 
island. 

While the prospect of that 
happening appeared slim, it 
was their feeling that the U.S., 
for the first time in history, 
has found itself in an excellent 
diplomatic position relative to 
the eastern powers. 

Using diplomatic 
recognition as the U.S. ‘China 
Card 1 in the game of 
diplomacy, we had been able 
to effectively play Russian 
interests against the Chinese 
for our benefit. 

Taiwan’s leaders did not feel 
that we would be so anxious to 
play that card, since once 
played, it was gone. 

Saturday, Taiwan was 
surprised. Saturday was a 
surprise to almost everyone 
but those who have become 
accustomed to our bungling 
foreign policy. 

We think the timing was bad 
at best in this agreement to 
establish diplomatic relations 
with mainland China. But 
worse, we feel that buckling to 
the demands of the com- 
munists, to cut our ties with 
Taiwan, has shown the world 
our lack of any commitment to 
support our friends when it is 
not profitable to do so. 

We hope that history proves 
us wrong. We hope this move 
by Carter will be looked upon 
by our historians as the 
beginning of a new era in 
human history. 

But it is extremely fortunate 
that the Chinese did not 
demand that we break 
diplomatic relations with 
Canada 

Such a move would have 
most certainly destroyed the 
National Hockey League. And 
we don’t need any cards to 
play that game.

Who took Christ out of Christinas?

Funerals psychologically important

There is a drive-in funeral home in 
Atlanta. Will shop-by-phone funerals be 
next 9 

Already available are do-it-yourself 
coffin kits ($15 to $24). You assemble your 
own pine or ash coffinand save it until you 
die 

In the meantime, says Rev. William 
Wendt, Episcopal priest and president of 
the St Francis Burial Society in 
Washington, D C., you can use the coffin as 
a blanket chest or wine closet. 

The Thornton Mortuary in Atlanta has 
been providing drive-in funeral viewing 
since 1974 If the family requests it, the 
funeral home will place the open casket in 
a glassed-in bay window. 

Friends can drive up the U-shaped 
driveway, view the body and sign a 
register that comes out at them in one of 
those retractable drawers — like the ones 
you put your bank book and deposit slips in 
at the drive-in bank. 

“We may use the drive-in facility only a 
few times a year,” says a mortuary 
spokesman, “usually when many of the 
friends of the deceased are elderly or 
invalided and the family feels that this 
would make it more convenient for them ” 

But if we ever come to have shop-by- 
phone funerals, it would be for other 
reasons New recommendations by the 
Federal Trade Commission concerning 
funeral home operations include a 
provision that undertakers must quote 
prices over the phone when asked ) on such 


things as caskets, vaults and the cost of a 
funeral 

Not only do many bereaved people 
dislike having to go into the casket display 
room (which is eerie and often clammy 
cold) to pick out a coffin, but the FTC 
charges that some undertakers find that 
this is a psychologically advantageous 
moment to sell a bereaved person a more 
expensive casket than he had in mind to 
buy. 

Proposed FTC rules would require 
undertakers to furnish prospective 
customers with printed price lists for 
caskets and an itemized accounting of 

other services and merchandise. 

They would also have to give these 
prices over the phone so that clients could 
“comparison shop’’ before deciding on a 
funeral home 

Once a customer has picked out an 
undertaker, he would then be allowed to 
tell him what price casket he wants 
without having logo into the display room 
to hear a sales talk. 

Despite the hi gi cost of funerals and 
criticism of the funeral industry, the 
majority of people still feel that funerals — 
and the one- or two-day waiting period 
between death and burial — are 
psychologically important to help people 
through their grief 

“Although Jessica Mitford has 
enlightened us about the garishness of the 
American way of death,” writes Sue 
Garson in The Humanist magazine, “the 


alternatives are hardly viable.” 

Many behaviorists agree, she says, that 
funerals, no matter how extravagant or 
barbaric, are extremely purposeful to the 
survivors. 

“There is a need,” writes Ms. Garson, 
“to perform a deed of some sort so that 
survivors can feel a part of the life-death 
cycle and begin the letting-go process 
naturally.” 

Rabbi Daniel Silver of The Temple in 
Cleveland suggests another reason why 
funerals are important 

“I am troubled,’ ’ hesays, “by the lack of 
a physical and tangible symbol — the 
coffin — at a cremation service and by the 
lack of a burial place.” 

We are “visually oriented people,’’ 
Rabbi Silver observes, and “our emotions 
need places on which they can focus. There 
are times after a death in the family when 
we need to go to — actually be with — our 
departed loved ones. We need a special 
place where we can be with our 
memories.” 

He tells the story of a young physician 
who once came to his office 

“His wife had died the week before after 
a long illness,” the rabbi relates. “They 
had talked about death, and, being 
modem, had decided it should be treated 
without ritual.” 

She had been cremated, and the doctor 
had gone back to work the same day. 

“Now a week later,” says Rabbi Silver, 
“he couldn’t live with himself.”

Criminal code revisions

What price reality? 


There has been legislative action on a 
number of bills involving various types of 
criminal acts, including arson and com- 
puter fraud. 

Arson is one of the fastest growing 
crimes in Michigan. 

In this State in 1976, there were almost 
9,000 confirmed acts of arson, resulting in 
a property loss of $14.7 million. There 
were, in the same year, more than 8,000 
fires suspected to be arson, but not proven 
as such. 

The conviction of arsonists has been 
difficult. Insurance companies sometimes 
suspect arson, but do not have the in- 
vestigative capacity to prove it. In- 
formation from the claims files of in- 
surance companies would be of con- 
siderable assistance to police or fire 
department investigators, but insurance 
companies often are reluctant to provide 
this information because of fear of 
prosecution or civil lawsuits by someone 
who considers himself injured or defamed 
by release of the information. 

Two bills recently signed into law will 
help to crack down on arson. 

One of them creates an arson strike 
force within the State Fire Marshal 
Division of the State Police. The personnel 
of the force would be assigned by the 
Director of the State Police and would be 
authorized to investigate every case in- 
volving a conspiracy to commit arson, a 
fire set to defraud, or any other act of 
arson. 

It is presently difficult to accurately 
estimate the extent of arson in the State 
because many fires, which suspicious in 
origin, are not proven to be cases of arson. 

The arson squad in Detroit, a 31-person 
unit, investigated 2,000 fires of suspicious 
origin over a recent two-year period and 
obtained 270 convictions. Yet the squad 
estimates that only a small fraction of the 
arsons in Detroit are thoroughly in- 
vestigated. Detroit is considered to have a 
very effective arson squad, but the arson 
problem is by no means confined to that 
city. 

Voice of business 


In creating the State Police arson strike 
force, it was feltthat the State Police is the 
crime prevention unit best suited to deal 
with the arson problem on a statewide 
basis. 

The present State Police arson unit is 
composed of only 12 persons, which 
prevents it from being organized as an 
aggressive unit. The new law is directed 
toward the hiring of 20 more persons and 
the purchase of additional automobiles 
and equipment. 

In addition to ging the State Police a 
more effective role in arson investigation, 
the law creates a central authority which 
will be able to pool information, 
technology and skills andassist local arson 
investigators. 

The second new law would require in- 
surance companies or their agents to 
release information on request to the State 
Fire Marshal, local fire chiefs, or fire 
officials designated by the Fire Marshal. 
Such information could include policies 
and applications for policies, premium 
payment records, history of previous 
claims, and the results of company loss 
investigations. ✓ 

If an i nsurance company suspects arson 
as the cause of a loss it would be required 
to report that suspicion to the Fire Mar- 
shal and furnish what information it has. 

In the absence of fraud or malice, an 
insurance company or its representative 
would be immune to criminal prosecution 
or civil action for supplying information 
required by the new law. 

Persons receiving information would 
have to hold that information in con- 
fidence, but they could be required to 
testify on the information in any case in 
which a policyholder seeks recovery from 
a fire loss. 

Evidence is difficult to gather in arson 
investigations because physical evidence 
is often consumed in the fire. It is possible 
that a policyholder’s dealings with an 
insurance company may constitute an 
incriminating pattern that can at least aid

investigators in focusing their in- 
vestigations. 

The new law clears the way for full 
cooperation between i nsurance companies 
and arson investigators by freeing the 
companies from the threat of civil actions 
for defamation, libel or an invasion of 
privacy. 

A bill approved by the House and sent to 
the Senate deals with an entirely different 
type of crime, and one which could become 
much more common - that of computer 
fraud 

The bill would set a sentence of up to 10 
years in prison and a fine of as much as 
$5,000 for persons convicted of tampering 
with computers for their personal gain. 

A person would be prohibited by law 
from gaining access to a computer, a 
computer system or network with the idea 
of devising a scheme to defraud to obtain 
money, property or services falsely. The 
bill also prohibits a person from in- 
tentionally altering, damaging or 
destroying a computer or computer 
program. 

There are presently no laws which 
specifically deal with computer fraud 
itself. The legislation is considered 
necessary' because of the greater use of 
electronic fund transfer systems. 

The measure is fashioned after a federal 
bill pending in the U. S. Senate. 

There is evidence that computer fraud is 
becoming the most common of white collar 
crimes. While there is evidence that 
computer fraud costs an estimated $100 
million a year, only one out of 10 computer 
frauds are being discovered, often ac- 
cidentally.

Glenn is favored to win Western Wayne tourney title

While most of us will be resting up 
and enjoying the Christmas 
Holidays, an elite group of young 
athletes and their coaches will put 
their unique talents to work in hopes 
of winning Christmas Basketball 
Tournament titles.

New rules, 
new format, 
new year

Before I forget, folks, “Merry Christmas and A Happy New 
Year." 

Now down to business. 

Romulus High has come up with an admirable new philosophy to 
govern its young athletes - an athlete must maintain a “C” average 
in academics in order to be eligible to compete during that week in 
his - or her - particular sport. 

“We’re interested in the over-all person and not just athletics,” 
said basketball coach Rod Hanna, “and this is an attempt to 
upgrade the athletes’ academically and point out to him - and her - 
that the school is a vehicle to learn and not just for athletics. 

“I know there are a lot of pros and cons about the new rule,” 
Hanna added, “but grades are important.” 

Can’t knock that - it’s like coming out against motherhood, apple 
pie and ice cream. 

But this perpetual skeptic can’t buy what Romulus is selling. 

You mean to tell me if they had a Johnny Long caliber of a player 
in Romulus’ lineup today he’d be benched because he didn’t carry a 
“C” average for the week? 

Who’s kidding who - or is it whom? 

The kid who is really going to get hurt with “this new approach” - 
is the “average athlete” who isn’t the standout but made the team 
on sheer guts. If his marks should falter, then he would be made an 
example out of. 

I’ve yet to see the real outstanding prep athlete benched because 
of faltering grades and I don’t like to even talk about how many 
years I have been around the sports scene. 

Last year they renamed the Wayne Wrestling Invitational and 
called it the Ott Invitational. 

I found out why on Sunday when Wayne’s sophomore mat Coach 
John Wood introduced me to one of the four Ott brothers. 

Wally Ott, who wrestled for Wayne in 1963 and finished second in 
the state at 127, has taken over the coaching responsibilities at 
Schoolcraft College and is rounding up local talent. 

“All four of us - Dennis, Rod, Jerry and myself - were involved in 
the wrestling program at Wayne and I can say that it really helped 
us out a lot,” reminisced Wally. “We feel it an honor to have such a 
prestigious tournament named after our family.” 

Coach Wood pointed out that “the reason why the invitational has 
been renamed to honor the Otts is because the Otts brought 
wrestling to prominence in Wayne. 

“I feel they had the most influence, along with former coach Don 
Haney, in making Wayne High a school noted for its excellent 
wrestling program and wrestlers.” 

Rodney Ott probably gained the most recognition among the four 
brothers. Rod went undefeated in his senior year and won the Class 
A state championship at 157. 

Coach Haney, who retired last year as head coach, inaugurated 
the wrestling program at Wayne High in 1957. He was succeeded by 
Norm Boyea who later gave way to Ray Rafford. Haney came back 
to coach for a few years after Rafford and guided the Zebras to a 
state championship before handing over the reins to one of his 
proteges, Wood. 

Preceding the finals for the Ott Invitation, which is scheduled for 
Saturday evening, Wood said they will also be honoring former 
Wayne wrestlers who placed in state competition. The VIP list 
includes such notables as Morris Coelman( 1963), Rodney Ott( 1964), 
Randy Rodriquez (1968) and Chris Leverenz(1978). 

One more note of interest during this season of good-will. 
Wayne’s super distance runner, Doug Tolson, will get a shot at the 
National AAU Cross Country title for his age group thanks to the 
local Kiwanis Club which is footing the plane fare. 

Tolson, who won the class A state title and went on to win the

If you believe your family falls within one of the categories described above, 
you may wish to continue reading this Notice in order to determine how and 
under what circumstances you may file a claim. 

On July 7, 1978, the District Court of the District of Columbia entered a 
Stipulated Order providing that the definition of family income for purposes 
of computing maximum rentals for public housing, as contained in a HUD 
Circular, which excluded spouses from the $300 deduction for each depen- 
dent and excluded dependents from the $300 deduction for each secondary 
wage earner, was invalid and violated the United States Housing Act of 1937, 
as amended.

Westland considers "turn 
key' agreement for court 


Westland may get a new court 
building after all, despite the 
resounding refusal by Westland 
voters in the November election to 
finance a facility with a .4 mill tax 
increase. 

The city will advertise for a 
developer who would be willing to 
construct a court building on city 
land, then lease it to the dty on a 
long-term lease arrangement — 
probably 20 years. At the end of that 
time, the owner would turn the key 
over to the city for $1. 

The “turn-key” arrangement has 
consensus approval from the City 
Council and mayor, who discussed 
the court operations in a study 
session recently. It would require 
no city investment to build, only a 
continued annual rent payment as is 
paid now. 

Westland voters rejected by a 3 to 
1 margin a proposal on the 
November ballot to increase their 
taxes to build a new court or 
renovate a building to be a court. 

However, Presiding Judge of the 
18th District Court, Evan Callanan, 
and court administrator Paul 
Tavana, appeared at a study session 
with the council recently armed 
with a list of repairs needed at the 
court. 


Threaaoare carpeting, a broken 
furnace, lack of air conditioning, 
and need for some rearranging of 
walls for more office space were just 
a few of the complaints. 

But Callanan said that before 
getting repairs, he wanted to ask the 
council if there was someway to find 
a new home for the court. 

“The facility we have now is just 
not adequate,” Callanan said. “I 
know the Headlee Amendment 
passed, and the city doesn’t have the 
money, but just how much money do 
you want to spend on that building?” 

The city rents the court building, 
located on Warren Road jiEt west of 
Venoy. The judges and aty Council 
have long agreed that the building is 
too small for the two-judge 18th 
District Court operation. 

The city is now negotiating a lease 
renewal on the building. The current 
lease expires in March, and the city 
will need at least another year there 
even if it does have a new facility 
built for it. 

Mayor Thomas Taylor outlined 
other alternatives. The city could go 
back to the voters and ask approval 
of the bond issue. The tax question 
was at the bottom of a long ballot, 
was proposed “in the middle of a tax 
revolt,” and city and court officials 


did virtually no campaigning for 
passage of the issue 

A second option would be “to keep 
spending money on an inadequate 
facility,” Taylor said. 

So the third option, and the one he 
recommended, is the “lease- 
purchase” plan that would have a 
private developer build on city land, 
collect rent for 20 years then turn it 
over to the city 

The city owns land behind the 
police station on Ford Road that is 
considered the likely spot for the 
project. 

Taylor said he believes the city 
would have no trouble attracting a 
developer from the private sector to 
take on the job, particularly with the 
guaranteed long-term lease. With 
the consensus agreement of the 
council, he will go ahead and ad- 
vertise for a builder, he said. 

Of course, if the council doesn’t 
like the financial figures proposed 
by privatedevelopers, or changes its 
mind in preference for a different 
approach, it would have the option of 
abandoning the turn-key idea.

The fragrant aroma of 
an evergreen tree is a 
Christmas scent, but 
that scent can turn to 
smoke if holiday 
revelers don’t observe 
some basic safety 
precautions. 

Dr. Richard G. 
Pfister, a Cooperative 
Extension Service 
specialist in safety and 
fire prevention at 
Michigan State 
University, estimates 
that 50 home fires are 
caused by ignited 
Christmas trees each 
year in the state. 

“As Christmas ap- 
proaches, people are 
pressed for time and 
may overlook checking 
tree light strings for 
brittle insulation, loose 
sockets or other faults 
and buying new strings, 
when necessary,’’ he 
noted. “If a spark from 
a short in the lights 
ignites a dry Christmas 
tree, it will be com- 
pletely engulfed in 
flames in two minutes 
or less.” 

Pfister went on to say 
that, with some cut 
Christmas trees now 
sprayed green, it may 
be difficult to gauge 
freshness by sight 
alone. However, there 
are a few ways to 
separate the fresh from 
the dry. 

A fresh tree will tend 
to have fresh looking 
resin on the lower trunk 


Its needles will be hard 
to pull from the bran- 
ches. 

Before deciding on a 
specific tree, bounce it 
on the ground, the 
specialist suggested. A 
shower of needles in- 
dicates a dry tree. 

Once a fresh 
evergreen is in the 
home, you may be able 
to keep it for about 10 
days before it becomes 
highly flammable. Very 
few trees will have 
much moisture in the 
needles after 10 days. 

To monitor the 
dryness of a Christmas 
tree, remove a small 
twig, hold it over the 
kitchen sink with tongs 
and light it. If the twig 
fire dies out after the 
match is removed, the 
tree is still fresh, ac- 
cording to Pfister. 

Placement of the 
Christmas tree can be 
crucial, he went on to 
say. Place it where it 
will not block an exit, if 
there is a fire. And, to 
preserve the tree’s 
freshness, keep it away 
from heat sources like 
registers or television 
sets, he suggests. 

Pfister advised that 
treating a tree with fire 
retardant material is 
rarely successful, 
compared with placing 
a fresh tree in a tree 
holder equipped with a 
water container that’s 
checked daily.

Canton Chamber,

It’s a bit more complicated than a 
mere role-reversal game, since 
there are no rules to play by, and it 
certainly is no game. 

But the actions and activities 
recorded at Canton Township’s first 
board meeting with its newly elected 
public officials put on display was 
just that — a time for role rever- 
sing. 

The township board as a whole 
became the tromped upon un- 
derdog to the Canton Chamber of 
Commerce’s heavy and hurting 
foot. 

It was ironically reminiscent of 
about four years ago when under 
former Supervisor Robert Green- 
stein’s administration tension took 
its toll on the underdog merchants 
being threatened, as never before, 
by advertising restrictions. 

Only this time around the un- 
derdog was plainly the public of- 
ficials. 

Some likened the merchants’ 
attack on the unsuspecting public 
officials to the Japanese surprise 
attack on Pearl Harbor — one 
without cause. 

Others said the business com- 
munity was simply at work flexing 
its muscles in readying for an ex- 
pected two-year battle with a new, 
less-business-oriented township 
board. 

Whatever the merchants’ 
reasoning for making a grand stand 
play for the board’s juglar vein 
clear again on Monday night at a 
joint session of the township board 
and the planning commission. 

Apparently, peeved by the of- 
ficials’ decision to- protect the best 
interests of the community as a 


whole by re-enforcing the questioned 
validity of its existing sign or- 
dinance and re-adopting it, the 
merchants marched in protest. 

Bill Tessian, manager of Wayne 
Bank, acted as spokesman for the 
group of miffed merchants. 

He said because of an error in 
publication made three years ago in 
the existing ordinance that the board 
should revert to utilizing the an- 
tiquated 1965 ordinance, instead of 
trying to keep intact the 1975’s more 
restrictive measure. 

While board members tried un- 
successfully to appease Tessian and 
fellow merchants by explaining the 
need to solidify the more updated 
version and that the board would 
still continue laboring on a com- 
promise proposed ordinance to 
replace the 1975 ordinance anyway, 
merchants wanted morfe. 

What they apparently were 
pushing for was for the township 
board to recklessly and irrespon- 
sibly abandon a much more tightly 
written ugn ordinance for a few 
paragraphs loosely written back in 
1965 when there was virtually no 
business community to speak of, nor 
a Chamber of Commerce. 

With that kind of a wish granted 
the business merchants would ef- 
fectively have been given approval 
to put up any type of sign displays 
their business senses desired and 
their pocketbooks could afford. 

“It’s for everyone’s protection 
that we adopt this ordinance,” 
Robert Greenstein said. It was 
Greenstein who primarily was put 
on the defensive by the business 
community last week even though 
he now sits on the sidelines as a 
trustee. 

Greenstein, much remembered 
and maligned by the business 
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MAGIC 
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almost all the magic in the 
world. And while we can't 
make you a concert musician 
immediately, we'll help you 
enjoy music instantly. 
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trustees reverse roles over sign code 


community for engineering the 
controversial sign ordinance 
prohibiting free-standing roadside 
signs, flashing neons and string 
lights, was curiously enough at- 
tacked for agreeing to consider 
relaxing the ordinance in favor of 
the business community. 

“We’re acting in good faith by re- 
adopting this ordinance for the time 
being allowing us time to work on 
the proposed ordinance,’’ Green- 
stein said. 


But Gene Andriossi, owner of the 
Donut Scene said that he knew what 
was in store for the business 
community with Greenstein’s 
presence, and he wasn't making an 
optimistic prediction, he said. 

The board’s action last Tuesday 
did not interfere with any of the 
proposed revisions to a new or- 
dinance and as a matter of record 
was an attempt to save the mer- 
chants from themselves, said some 
board members. 


Had the board continued to let the 
issue ride of whether a legal or- 
dinance exists, the merchants — as 
some threatened to do — could have 
erected oversized signs in hopes of 
having a court rule the signs to be 
legal. 

But court case precedents show 
that in most cases with an ordinance 
or law being on the books for a 
certain length of time that by its 
mere existence, it is legal and 
recognized as such. Thus, it would 


most likely be ruled enforceable, 
according to Greenstein, an at- 
torney. 

Nonetheless, the merchants in 
attendance walked around with a 
heavy and burdensome chip on their 
shoulders openly groaning and 
mumbling threats to “get back.” 

It is clear, though, that the only 
warming trend came under defeated 
supervisor Harold Stein’s more- 
business- built board. 

The trend just registered a 
reversal.

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Nurses 
return 
to work

Frustrated over what they call the 
county’s total disregard for their 
welfare, Wayne County nurses were 
back to work last Tuesday after a 
Circuit Court Judge ordered them to 
return after a strike. 

Involved in the walk out were 435 
nurses of the Wayne County 
Professional Nurses Council 
(WCPNC), including 235 of whom 
are employed at Wayne County 
General Hospital on Merriman Road 
in Westland. 

Thestrike, which had been given a 
10-day notice by the nurses, was 
scheduled to begin at midnight 
Sunday. However, nurses stayed 
with their patients at Wayne County 
Hospital until replacements could be 
found through the direct icn of the 
nurses’ association. 

The nurses assigned to start at 8 
a m. did not report for duty at the 
hospital. The strike began Dec. 11 
when negotiations between county 
officials and WCPNC represen- 
tatives broke down, according to 
Clarence Chien, public relations 
director for the Michigan Nurses 
Association. 

After most of the county nurses 
had walked off their jobs — at 
Wayne County Hospital, Wayne 
County Health Dept, and other 
county health locations — Circuit 
Court Judge William J. Giovan 
ordered the striking nurses back to 
work 

The back to work order came after 
county attorneys filed suit to end 
what they called an illegal work 
stoppage. 

But even though the nurses said 
they would obey the order, they are 
contemplating taking other action to 
have the county “get down to 
meaningful bargaining,” as they put 
it. 

“These problems have been long- 
standing for years,” Chien said 
Tuesday. “We understand the 
county’s problem’s and we’re doing 
our best to work with them. But 
they’re going to have to work with 
us. too. 

•‘Thov’re going to ha veto sit down 
and iaiK with us and start treating 
the nurses with some of the 
professional dignity and courtesy 
they deserve.” 

Chien said the Wayne County 
Labor Board ignored the nurses 
bargaining unit for more than two 
months before they agreed to have 
negotiations. “We tried from Sept. 
12 until Nov. 16 to get the county to 
negotiate with us but they ignored us

Try to plan every 
element of the trip in 
advance. Thorough 
preparation can make 
the difference between 
triumph or disaster. 

Here are some basic 
rules for traveling with 
an infant: 

1) Baby should be 
comfortably dressed to 
suit the season in a 
familiar outfit rather 
than new, stiff clothes. 

2) Baby should be fed 
normally in the period 
just before the trip. The 
idea that a child must 
store up strength for a 
trip is a fallacy. 

3) Bring along enough 
equipment to make 
things comfortable — a 
car seat, an extra 
blanket, a familiar toy, 
a container of 
disposable, pre- 
moistened baby wash 
cloths for spit-ups and 
spills, and disposable 
diapers. 

Prepackaged for- 
mulas that need no 
refrigeration are in- 


credibly convenient. If 
you must stay with 
baby’s regular formula, 
bring along a portable 
cooler for use in car or 
bus. On plane or train, 
refrigeration usually 
will be available to you. 

If you are a nursing 
mother, be aware that 
traveling may cause 
your milk supply to 
diminish temporarily. 
Ask your doctor to 
suggest a sup- 
plementary formula in 
case this should happen. 

A portable baby 
carrier helps. You can 
tuck little necessities in 
around the edges of it. 
Bring along a small 
suitcase for extra 
clothing plus a water- 
proof bag for soiled 
diapers and clothes. 

For yourself, wear 
something that will 
withstand mussing and 
soil. Traveling with an 
infant can be messy. 

If you’re making a 
trip by car, keep baby in 
a car seat, not on your 
lap Sit in the back seat 
instead of the front — 
it’s safer.

For in- 
stance, Chien said, the nurses work 
force is understaffed, supervision 
won’t tell them in what order they’ll 
belaidoff and management says the 
nurses are not worth professional 
wages 

3) Have nurses’ legal counsel ask 


Judge Giovan to lift his temporary 
injunction Chien said there was a 
big difference between a temporary 
injunction and an indefinite one. 

4) Have Joan S. Goff, R.N., 
executive director of Michigan 
Nurses Association, investigate the 
situation regarding progessional 
^nursing standards and make her 
report to the proper accrediting 
agencies. 

In an earlier press release 
referring to the contract which 
expired Nov. 30, Ms. Goff said, 
“Previously, we voted to extend the 
contract if there is agreement in 
negotiations about providing better 


patient ca re. We a re still hopeful this 
can be settled before nurses are 
forced to withhold services. ” 

However, that didn’t happen and 
the nurses’ short-lived walk-out 
Monday was aborted by Judge 
Giovan’s temporary injunction 
sending them back to work 

According to the nurses, their 
main concerns are: 

Reassignment of nurses to areas 
not in the best interest of the patient; 
Inadequate staffing levels; Layoff 
procedures; and Pay Equity of 
WCPNC nurses with employees thev 
supervise.

While Westland. Wayne Fire Departments and the U S. 
Environmental Protection Agency clean up a volatile 
mess of 3.000 gallons of paint solvent. Westland Police 
said that they are continuing their investigation and 
“have no comment” how the spillage occurred. 

On Dec. 9, some 10 valves of tanks containing patint 
solvents which involved compounds of 
ethylenegylcolmono ethyl, a solvent for making paint, 
were found open at the Argo Paint Company, 550 South 
Edwin, and the solvent flooded the company’s plant and 
found its way to the Leng Drain. 

The waters from the drain eventually flow to the Rouge 
River. 

Units from the Westland and Wayne fire departments 
rushed to the scene on Saturday and began creating dikes 


in order to flush out the solvent. 

“Initially there was a tremendous amount of vapors in 
the area,” said Ross Powers, of the U S. Environmental 
Protection Agency. “Because of the potential danger, the 
fire departments were immediately notified. 

“I was informed (Dec. 12) that the danger had 
dissipated and that most of the solvent has vaporized. 

Powers said that the police and his department are 
investigating how the spill occurred. He said that during 
his discussion with the Argo Paint Company’s safety 
director it was learned that 10 valves were left open 
during the day. 

“We were told that some person unknown had opened 
the valves,” Powers said. "It will be pretty difficult to 
prove who, if anyone, was responsible for the act - but it is 
the company’s responsibility for the clean-up operation ” 

According to fire officials, there were at least 10 dif- 


ferent kinds of paint solvents mixed in the spill and that a 
blend of alcohol made the mixture “highly inflamable.” 

“However, the solvent evaporates very rapidly,” said 
Neil Prieskorn, assistant fire Chief for Wayne. “We 
checked our part of the drain and we could get no ex- 
plosive readings on our J & W Combustible gas detector ” 

Assistant W r estland Fire Chief Tom Possler said that his 
men built dikes to isolate the solvent and give it a good 
slushing down. 

“We have diluted the solvent with water laying in the 
ditches,” Possler continued, “and we are pumping out 
those ditches We also have taken flamability tests and the 
danger has apparently subsided because we don’t get a 
reading on our meters ” 

Sgt. Donovan Huseman, who is in charge of the in- 
vestigation. said that the investigation is incomplete and 
he wouldn’t, at present, wish to speculate on how the spill 
occurred or if anyone was responsible for the act.

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A Christmas story 


He proved that Santa Claus is for real

My favorite Santa Claus story— 
the one that proved to me beyond all 
doubt that Santa is for real— is about 
Charles Howard, a department store 
Santa in Kansas City who used to 
visit children in the hospitals at 
Christmastime after closing hours 
at the store. 

One year, during the week before 
Christmas, he went in to see Nancy, 
an emaciated polio victim who was 
being kept alive by motors and 
gadgets. Before Howard went in the 
room , the nurses told hi m it might be 
her last Christmas. 

When Nancy saw him; dressed in 
his Santa Claus suit, her eyes 
seemed to speak and her little pain- 
wracked body quivered with ex- 
citement. 

“She wants to kiss you, Santa,” 
said her mother, who read Nancy’s 
lips. 

Howard leaned down and felt 
Nancy’s one good arm around his 
neck. 

“I wasn’t wortha darn after that,” 
he said. Before he left, Nancy game 
him three sticks of candy. 

That night Howard couldn’t sleep. 
The next morning he wrote Nancy a 
letter. He told her how wonderful it 
had been to see her and how his 
excited reindeer made him divide up 
these three pieces of candy so each 
one of them could have a piece. 

“When 1 tucked Dancer in bed,” 
Howard wrote,’’ he had his piece 
under his pillow.” 

Twodays after he wrote the letter, 
a nurse called on Howard at the 
department store. From the instant 
Nancy read the letter, she said, a 
change came over her. 

“I think she is going to get well,”, 
said the nurse. 

A year later Howard, from his 
department store Santa’s throne, 
saw a little girl in braces running to 
him. It was Nancy. 

“You can’t always work a miracle 
like that,” Howard said later, “but 
you can try.” 

Some religious leaders will not be 
happy with this story. They feel that 
it is wrong to teach children to 
believe in a pagan saint. But 
Christmas for children doesn’t have 
to be a matter of “Santa or Jesus” — 
one or the other. 

Parents still can emphasize that 
“the baby Jesus is our best 
Christmas present.” But they also 
can encourage their young children 
to believe in Santa Claus. 

“Talking about the spirit of giving 
does nothing for a child,” says the 
famed psychologist Dr. Bruno 
Bettelheim. 

“But if the child has the ex- 
perience of believing in— and more 
important, of LOVING— Santa 
Claus, then he will come to un- 
derstand what Christmas is about on 
its most basic level.” 

According to Bettelheim: 
“Without concrete beginnings, 
abstract ideas (such as the spirit of 
giving) may remain empty shells. 
Believing in Santa is not only a 
pleasure in itself. It is an important 
step in developing adult concepts.” 

If we want our children to develop 
a healthy understanding and 
mastery of reality, says the 
psychologist, “we must make it 
possible for them to enjoy childhood 
fantasies.” 

There is "legal precedent” for 
Bettelheim’s views. It comes from 
Judge John.H. Hatfher, who was 


presiding judge of the West Virginia 
Supreme Court in 1926 when he 
wrote his 1,000- word judicial opinion 
of Santa Claus 

If you are one of those foolish 
enough to believe there isn’t a real 
live Santa Gaus who comes down 
chimneys on Christmas Eve, you 
had better steer clear of West 
Virginia, for the decision handed 


down in that state 52 years ago has 
never been reversed 

Theotherfour judges on the bench 
concurred with Hatcher in his 
opinion — and judges are not men 
who are easily swayed by 
falsehooods and lies. 

Hatcher opened his opinion by 
tracing the history of Santa Claus 
from the early Christian bishop — 


St. Nicholas — through the Dutch 
Santa Claus and down to our own 
American Santa 

“But what do children care about 
history?” the wise judge wrote. 
“They believe in the actual physical 
existence of Santa Claus the jolly 
old man who labors diligently 
throughout the year at his home 
near the North Pole... who, on the 


night before Christmas, piles his 
sleigh high w ith gifts and, drawn by 
marvelous reindeer, covers the 
world in one wild ride — and yet 
pauses long enough at each home to 
leave his presents. 

“In this kindly gentleman there is 
no guile except perhaps in his 
manner of enteringhoices by way of 
the chimney The very thought of 


him inspires attendance at Sunday 
School and good behavior generally 
for a few weeks before yuletide.” 

Then the judge turned his at- 
tention to Santa s detractors. 

“I am glad their number is few,” 
he wrote, “and I warn them: Keep 
clear of this court!"
